.Westerners are still making re- 
cords. Stock shippers and railroad 
men co-operated recently to make a 
mark that will take a lot of beating. 

The biggest trainload of livestock 
that ever left Edmonton was _ ship- 
ped from that city to the Barton 
Cattle Co., Pierre, South Dakota, a 
few days ago. Quick transit was 
desirable so the G.T.P. took over 
the shipment and made the entire 
run in just over thirty-four hours, 
including a stop of one hour and 
twenty-five minutes at a divisional 
point. 

There were thirty-three cars in 
all, and this performance speaks 
volumes for the superb condition of 
roadbed and rolling stock. There 
were 837 head of cattle, valued at 
$85,000.00, ina train about one- 
third of a mile long. Albertastock 
shippers are elated over this record, 
and the Edmonton papers term it 
‘History in the Making.’’
